A Cold Wave Came in on the 
Heels of the Snow and 
Sleet and Wind of Sunday 
and Sunday Night. 


MEROURY DROPPED SIX 
PEGS IN. THREE HOURS 


Trains Delayed and the 
Street Car Service Impair- 
ed by the Storm, Which 
Is General Over the West. 


St. Louis was in the clutches of a cold 
wave Monday morning. which came in the 
wake of the storm of Sunday. 

The local Weather Bureau recorded a 
drop of six degrees in three hours after 
daylight Monday morning. The thermom- 
eter showed 12 above zero at 6 o'clock and 
had dropped to six above three hours later. 

The entire western country is struggling 
with the storm and frigid wave. 

The storm is severe, and while causing 
much inconvlenience and suffering, it does 
not come up to the Weather Bureau defi- 
nition of a blizard. 

The officia] definition of a blizzard 
show driven by high wind with the tem- 
perature below zero. The combination must 
occur at the same time. The amount of 
snowfall does not figure in the severity of 
a blizzard, more importance being attached 
to the wind and cold. 

Western trains are delayed and the 
trouble is spreading east, with telegraph 
and telephone systems becoming disorgan- 
ized and the repair work delayed by the 
bitter cold. . 

Bismarck, N. D., showed a temperature 
of 34 below Monday morning, the coldest 

point. The zero line 
extended south... 


La., Monday morn- 
ing and Buffalo and 
Albany, Pittsburg 
and Nashville and 
Memphis were get- 
ting a touch of it. 

Rain was reported from Philadelphia and 
New York, with temperature at freezing 
and falling. 

The street car service was greatly af- 
fected Sunday night and Monday morning 
by the storm and blizzard, but by the mid- 
die of the forenoon all of the lines were 
in fairly successful operation. 

All trains into St. Louis were from one 
to nine hours late in consequence of the 
storm. 


The depth of snowfall ranged from 4 
to 10 inches, with an average of 6 inches 
in St. Louis and vicinity.

RUSKIN’S OPINION ON BOOKS. 


WilMam Stead, Jr., in Success. 

Mr. Ruskin's censure was not confined to 
any particular class of books. The need- 
less volumes which, in his opinion, were 
unworthy of inclusion in any list of the 
hundred best books, include Scuthey and 
Longfellow among poets, Froude, Macau- 
lay and Emerson among essayists, and 
Thackeray, George Elliot and Sulwer 
among the writers of fiction. The polson- 
ous” works were principally found in the 
departments of history and philosophy. 
Gibbon'’s “Decline and Fall of the Roman 
Empire,“ Voltaire’s histories, and Hume’s 
“England” were stricken out with a vig- 
orous pen. Grote’s “History of Greece“ 
vanished beneath a blot of ink, so great 
was Mr. Ruskin's disapprobation of that 
historian’s masterpiece. He would not tol- 
erate the claims of John Stuart Mill, Dar- 
win or Locke. Mr. Ruskin's commenia- 
tions are not Jess characteristic. He rec- 
omménds his disciples to read all the works 
of Plato, Carlyle and Scott. Mr. Ruskin, 
as is well known, shared Mr. Gladstone's 
enthusiastic admiration of the great Scot- 
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tish novelist. “I should add,” he wrota, 
at the same time, “one vital and essential 
book—Livy (the two first books), and three 
plays of Aristophanes,—‘Clouds,’ ‘Birds,’ 
and ‘Plutus.’ Of travels I read myself all 
the old tomes I can get hold of; of modern, 
Humboldt is the central model. Forbes 
(James Forbes in Alps“) is essential to 
the modern Swiss tourist of sense.“
